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Gr. Louis, June 7.—[{Special.J—It is over, 
and with Cleveland, Thurman and the presi- 
dent’s message, the democracy appeals to the 
country.

ONE MAN DISSATISFIED. 

Edward Cooper, of New York, is emphatic 
in his declaration that the convention has 
acted unwisely, and held out to the last in his 
disapproval of the report of the committee. 
He will return to New York and goto work 
for the party, however, and says that Cleve- 
land’s personality will carry the state, though 
he thinks it would be exceedingly doubtful to 
the democracy ifthe issue was strictly on the 
tariff. Good democrats will yield their opin- 
ion and adopt the policy of the party through- 
out. 

The proceedings of the platform committee 
show that the states of New York, New Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Louisiana and others held out 
against Wattersou’s effort to commit the party 
tofree trade and even Indiana, through Sena- 
tor Turpie, was. against Watterson’s propcsi- 
tions to make the president’s message the 
tariff plank, without any reference to the plat- 
form of 1884. Gorman, Turpie and Cooper 
yesterday expressed the 

GRAVEST DOUBTS OF SUCCESS 
with the president’s message as the platform, 
and Senator Turpie advised the committee 
that Indiana could not be depended upon 
under such circumstances. It is to be hoped 
that these admonitions were given in a spirit 
of caution, and in hopes of prevention of ex- 
treme action the-other way,and not in the 
actual belief that such would be the case, for 
the convention has done just what they advised 
against. The whole fight on Watterson yes- 
terday was on his proposition to make the 
president’s message the tariff plank of the 
platform. Ile would yie!dto no notice of the 
platform of 1884, because that platform looked 
both ways, twenty-five states voted against ig- 
noring it, but the plank, as agreed upon, is 
stronger than Watterson’s first proposition, in 
that it declares that the plank of 1884 has only 
one meaning, and that meaning is as Watter- 
son construes it. Thus he got more than he 
asked, and the opposition yielded more than it 
appeared. 
THE OTHER SIDE. 

This is the Watterson view of the settle- 
ment, but the opposition look at it differently. 
Gorman’s contingent say that the whole fight 
Was overthe simple insertion of the fizures 
1834 in the platform. They did not care how 
it was put, but they wanted it in some way. 
Watterson and Scott swore it should not go in, 
and Gorman swore it should. The latter em- 
phasized his position by bringing Barnum, of 
Connecticut, to his side, and the chairman of 
the national committee and the senator from 
Maryland made it understood if they did not 
get 1854 in some shape they would both leave 
the national committee and Jet, the campaign 
take care of itself. A majority of the com- 
mittee, too, seemed to be strck on the four 
little figures to such an extent that they would 
agree to nothing that did not recognize them. 

WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH IT? 

They got what they wanted, and now that 
they have it, they don’t know what to do with 
it. There is no possibility of straddling now, 
and Sam Randall and others cannot now take 
the stump and appeal to the protection vote, 
with the pledge that the platform does not 
Conflict with its sentiment. The issue is 
squarely drawn, and the democracy takes the 
President’s message as its standard.

THE DAY’S DETAILS. 


How the Convention Got Through With its 
W ork. 

Sr. Louis, June 7.—[Special.]—Cleveland, 
Thurman and tariff reform as the unanimous 
choice of the democratic convention, is the 
ticket in the coming campaign. 

With such a ticket the republican 
party is already doomed to sn ovorwhelming 
defeat, and the opinion is unanimous, 
Indianians included, that the convention could 
not have selected a stronger ticket. The 
scene in the convention hall today was equally 
as wild as that of yesterday. This was antici- 
pated and consequently the hall was more 
crowded than upon yesterday, although some 
of the political democratic clubs had returned 
to their homes. As the delegates filed in this 
morning the bandanas were hung 
upon the tips of the bannerets, and 
it owas evident at once that the 
convention was overwhelmingly for Thurman. 
The New York delegation were late in arriv- 
ing. They had not committed themselves, and 
were looked for with marked interest. As 
they entered the hall in a body, they were 
greeted with applause. As they made their 
way down the aisle, they were repeatedly 
cheered, but when Roswell P. Flower mounted 
a chair, and spread a bandana over the top of 
the staff, a mighty cheer went up. Other del- 
egations stood in their chairs and joined in 
the great applause fora fullminute. The hall 
was filled with a deafening roar which showed 
plainly that Thurman was almost everybody's 
choice. 

THE PLATFORM REPORTED, 

When Henry Watterson mounted the stage, 
immediately after the convention was called 
to order, to report the platform, 
he was greeted with a burst of applause 
which plainly showed that tariff reform, 
whether or not popular in the committee, was 
the choiceof the delegates, This was, however, 
only the beginning of the enthusiasm over the 
platform, for when the chairman stated that 
the report was unanimous, a cheer that shook 
the roof went up, too. Two points were 
cheered to the echo. One was the 
paragraph referring to the tariff 
plank of 1884, and the other the reference to 
the president’s message. The yell which 

ted these bad all the ring and whoop of 
the Cleveland yell of yesterday, only it was 
not so prolonged. Henry Watterson closed his 
speech urging harmony in regard to the plat- 
form by saying: “Democrats never know 
each other wholly nor love each other —thor-

The action 
was interpreted at once by the assemblage, 
and the effect. was electrical. A 
mighty shont went up from the 
host, and iingling with it were heard cries 
ef “Gorman!” “Gorman!’’ The Maryland 
senator arose and stepped out of the row. Mr. 
Watterson, at the same instant, moved back, 
and reaching his hand over the heads of the 
men between himself and Gorman, grasped 
the hand of Senator Gorman and Jed him to 
the front. The introduction of the senator 
Was with superb volleys of cheers and 
with waving of hats and handkerchiets, and

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was roundly applauded, showing that the 
Maryland senator occupies a very warm place 
in the hearts of the democracy. 

A repetition of the wild scenes of yesterday 
was caused by the introduction, by Mr. Scott, 
of the resolution indorsing the Mills bill. Its 
passage wag regarded as a grand whoop for 
harmony and tariff reform. 

; THE VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The enthusiasm over the vice-presidential 
nominations was far from the bounding,sweep- 
ig fever of yesterday. 1t was not nursed and 
wrought up into one commanding, inspiring, 
thrilling .climax, such as- the silve-tongued 
Dougherty hurled into the assemblage. The 
old Roman was handicapped in the nominating 
speeches.. Tarpey, of California, twho put 
him in nomination, made a failure, so far as 
arousing enthusiasm was concerned. He is 
not an orator,in any sense of the world, 
aud. his effort fell rather flat 
after the’ grand speeches which had 


| preceded him. His speech «was, of course, 


cheered throughout, but he seemed unable to 
draw bis words to a climax, to thrill the au- 
dience. When Indiana was called the cheer- 
ing was imamense, and the Gray hats went up 
like rockets. Senator Voorhees made a plain, 
business like speech, which did not 
arouse much enthusiasm, but when Al- 
bert Cox, of Atlanta, arose and seconded the 
nomination of Gray the Indiana enthusiasts 
simply went wild. The speeches of Mr. Raines 
and Senator Daniel in seconding the nomina- 
tion of Thurman were the best of the day, and 
it was when they spoke that the. first real 
Thurman enthusiasm was developed. . During 
the Daniel speech,-in particular, the audience 
cheered and hurrahed the entire time. As 
second after second came from the Thurman 
delegates, the hopes of the Gray men began to 
sink, and before the call of states was 
near completed, it was evident that Thurman 
was the choice of the convention. When this 
became evident. some of the Indiana deloga- 
tion tied a bandana upon Indiana’s banner, 
and bore it to the stage, This called for a 
repetition of yesterday’s scene. The cheering 
was certainly as wild but not so prolonged 
as that of yesterday on account of the fatigued 
condition of the delegates from continuous 
cheering for four hours, 

Those of the delegates who did not return 
to their homes tonight are celebrating the 
nomination of Cleveland and Thurman in 
royal style.

St. Louis, June 7.—Nothwithstanding the 
fact thata number of visiting organizations 
and individual strangers left the city last night 
or on early morning trains, and in spite of the 
further fact that the sun burst forth this morn- 
ing with allits summer vigor, rendering the 
atmosphere in Convention hall extremely 
close and sultry, there was little appreciable 
reduction in the attendance of spectators in the 
galleries and in the vast area of chairs in the 
rear of the delegates’ seats. The decorations, 
which were rudely handled during the stormy 
demonstrations following the nomination of 
Cleveland yesterday were restored and the 
bust of the president flanking the chairman’s 
desk still wore a wreath of laurels jauntily 
placed on the side of the head. 

For the delectation of the audience which 
assembled long before the delegates began to 
atrive, the band played with little cessation, a 
number of airs ranging from serious to gay, 
aud the spectators, intent on applause, and 
having nothing upon the floor to excite their 
enthusiasm, frequently manifested theira 
preciation of the music by a round of hand- 
clapping. 

As the delegates slowly straggled in in twos 
and threes, and notin state assemblies. they 
dropped into social conversalion, the burden of 
their remarks being as to the respective 
chances of Thurman and Gray for vice-presi- 
dential nomination. Querrics were numerous, 
but were confined principally to two subjects 
—the tariff plank of the platform as reported 
in the papers and the state of the thermome- 
ter. While, as to the latter, there was a unan- 
imity of opinion that St. Louis was treating 
her visitors to an exhibition of what she could 
do in the way of summer weather, there was a 
great divergency of views as to the exact man- 
ner in which the tariff plank would be received 
by the people. 

The delegation space began to fill, and the 
usual battle of handkerchiefs broke out. Thur- 
man red, and muslin, indicative of the name 
of Indiana’s candidate being hoisted to the 
masthead by the respective admirers of the 
contestants. 

As each newcomer was raised, it was grect- 
ed with shouts from the galleries, but it was

The New York delegation was the last to 
enter, and she pinned Thurman’s colors to her 
standard, and the assemblage rose on foot and 
gave her hearty cheers. But Indiana was not 
dismayed, and answered with defiant shouts, 
and for some moments confusion, noise and 
excitement reigned. The convention was 
called to order at 10:30, and_ prayer was offer- 
ed by Rev. Dr. Brankfield.

The greeting accorded his name is a well deserved 
tribute. lis spontaneity has been nobly earned, Be 
assured, sirs, a greeting will be accorded his name 
at itsevery mention throughout this republic from 
seato sca and fromthe British line to the gulf. 
Allan G. Thurman. What an epitome of American 
civil history is embodied in that name his 
character and ability are known to every 
man, woman and child in the land. His 
public services will bea more enduring monument 
than temples of stone or brass, for history will in- 
scribe his name among the list of America’s most 
illustrious sons. For forty years he has Been a 
prumiment figure in public life, and yet today no 
man can point toa single act or expression of his 
which does not do him credit. Large at heart, 
large of brain, and larger still in experience, he is 
the man ofall men whose record justifies his nomi- 
nation at your hands in the sense that he cannot be 
defeated before the people.

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THE STORIES ABOUT CLEVELAND. 
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Wasuineton,June 7.—{Special. }— This was 
the field day of the session.

When the clerk read the telegram 
announcing the unanimous action of the con- 
vention, a forest of red bandanas was waved 
raptuaously,and when, a moment later,a large 
photograph of Thurman, entwined with a red 
handkerchief, was placed on the speaker’s 
desk, the enthusiasm knew nobounds. It was 
some minutes before the applause subsided. 

Gorman’s name is on every lip. 

He is decidedly the hero of the hour; and 
his pluck and conservatism is the general 
topic. All recognize that he alone saved the 
party from defeat next November. Watter- 
son had not only brought to bear all the infla- 
ences he could at St. Louis, but also invoked 
the assistance of the ways and means commit- 
tee here, to have a straight free trade platform.

WasnincorTon, June 7.—Aftera few reports 
from committees the house weat into committee of 
the whole on the tariff bill, Mr. Dingley, of Maine, 
opening the battle by speaking in opposition to Mr. 
Breckinridge’s jamendment of yesterday to the pro- 
viso attached to the lumber schedules of the free 
list, which proposes to admit Canadian fish free of 
duty upon the allowance by that country of 
commercial rights to our vessels and 
also for reciprocity in the exchange of products be- 
tween the United States and Canada.

Mr. Anderson, of Iowa, won applause from 
the democratic side by declaring his belief that 
American industries were now iull grown and that 
we should throw open the gates and challonge the 
world to competition. He deneunced the trusts 
and maintained thatthe Mills bill was the best 
measure that ever had yet been presented. 

Constant interruptions were made by the repub- 
licans, but Mr. Andeison was ready in repartee and 
delighted the democrats by telling the republicans 
that they had drifted into bad wavs, not because 
they were willing. but because they were led by 
bad masters and sophists.

MORGAN ON THE TREATY. 


The Senator From Alabama is Ruled Out of 
Order, But Proceeds, 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—In the senate, Mr. 

Morgad asked permission to ofr a long preamble 
and series of resolutions on the subject of the pend- 
ing fishery treaty,and Mr. Vance moved torefer 
them to the committee on foreign relations, The 
yreamble recites that the report of the committce on 
oreign relationson the treaty raises the question 
whether the president had authority to negotiate 
such a treaty or to appoint plenipotentiaries without 
the previoug’consent of the senate, and the resolu- 
tions declare that the treaty has been duly negotiat- 
ed andis lawful and valid, 

Mr. Morgan insisted that he had the rightto 
speak on the motion to refer, and in spite of the ob- 
jection of Mr. Sherman and the ruling of the chair 
that he (Morgan) was out of order. 

Mr. Morgan proceeded, announcing that he in- 
tended to make this morning the speech which he 
made in the executive session, or if the senate 
would give leave to have it printed he would do so 
without delivering it in the senate. 

The presiding officer, while ruling Mr. Morgan 
out of order, said that be had no means of enforcing 
his ruling. That was for the senate, not the chair, 

Mr. Morgan, with apparent indifference to the rul- 
ing,proceeded with the reading of printed slips of his 
speech in secret session. One ‘of the senten- 
ces of the speech was: ‘The senate 
may make war necessary, as I 
am yery much afraid we are doing bere today.’’ In 
an allusion to republican senators, Mr. Morgan said 
that the only preparation which they were making 
for war was an attempt to end the sympathies of the 
disafiected subjects of her majesty. Their action, 
he said, was doubtless with the view of exciting 
the antagonism of irish yoters to the president, 
because of his alleged subseviency 
to British intineneés. That charge 
rankled with injustice. Congress, he said, had 

iven to the president the power which a!) presi- 
Senta had possessed since 1850 to wage a paper war 
on British commeree and had then stood by to see 
whetber the president would push that paper war 
into the category of real war. Lf he had done so the 
country would have eried out for his impeach- 
ment, but having fhiled to do _ so, 
he was charged in the report of the 
majority of the committeeon foreign relations with 
usurpation and withthe abuse of constitutional 
power because he had sought to find a peaceable 
way to get rights claimed by the United States, and 
the threat had been made by the committee of fu- 
ture dealing with the president held in reserve for 
the time being.

THE SEARCH FOR STANLEY. 


News of the Great Explorer Awaited With 
Anxiety. 

Lowpox, May 23.—Notwithstanding the re- 
cently expressed opinion of Dr. Schweinfurth, 
of Brussels, that no uneasiness need be felt con- 
cerning the fate of Henry M. Stanleyand the 
reports to the same effect from Africa, very lit- 
tle hope is felt here of his safety or even that 
the explorer is alive. 

It is thought that, although the projectors of 
the Stanley expedition use publicly a reassur- 
ring tone, their private opinion regarding the 
heroic explorer is in accordance with the opin- 
ion of those who, if they have not already given 
Stanley up, entertain scarcely any hope of his 
arrival. 

At Waielai it is pointed out that his route is 
infested with large bands of hostile Arabs and 
natives with whom Stanley’s force would be 
unable to re long, especially if his company 
was diminished by disease and its efliciency 
weakened by a scarcity of ammunition, as can 
hardly fail to be the case, solong a time has 
elapsed ‘Since Stanley could replentish his 
stores atacamp and no reinforcements have 
been known to reach him. 

English opinion in the matter is greatly in- 
fluenced by the army men, who, when the goy- 
ernment was requested to assistin the rescu- 
ing expedition, gave their advice adverse to 
the proposition, saying that it would result 
simply in another Gordon affair. 

No news has yet been received as to whether 
the searching party under Major Barrttelot has 
started on its march. This party was to leave 
Asruwimi about June 1 

At last accounts the major was getting a 
sufficient force of men together, a large num- 
ber of whom Tippo Tib was to supply. 

It isto be hdped that some accurate informa- 
tion will be secured by Major Barrttelot if he 
does not succeed in finding Stanley, for, if the 
explorer has been killed, or is held as a prisoner 
anywhere, there will certainly be some means 
of ascertaining the fact.

Killing Murderers by Electricity. 

The new bill just signed by Governor H inl, 
of New York, substituting electricity for 
capital punishment, has called forth a vari- 
ety of opinions. 

Governor Hill and the friends of the meas- 
ure declare that a painless death for crimi- 
nals is in the interests of humanity and civy- 
flization. On the other hand, it is a little 
singular that all the murderers now under 
sentence of death who have been interviewed 
haye denounced the new method in strong 
terms. They do not wish to die, but if they 
must suffer the death penalty they prefer 
the good old way. 

A pertinent question comes up in connec- 
tion with this matter. Under the new sys- 
tem it is evident that the main object is to 
put murderers out of the way without in- 
fiieting any physical suffering upon them. 
Why not carry this tender regard for the 
feelings of criminals a step farther, and in- 
stead of killing them simply shut them up 
for life in the strongest prisons of the state? 
This would remove thent from society for- 
ever, give them an opportunity to repent, 
and be infinitely more humane and civilized 
than even slaughter by electricity.

The Problem of Higher Wages. 
We call it a problem, because it is the | 
fashion these days to call almost anything | 
® problem. All over the land the millions | 
_ Of wage-workers are trying to solve this | 
question, A few do solve it, but the vast 
majority fail. 
The great mistake men make is this: 
they strive to increase their earnings, but 
they do not tryto increase their earning 
capacity. They complain of the selfighness | 
of employers, when if they were wise they 


| own people. 


would see that in this selfishneer lee their | cass to 


greatest opportunity. The selfish employ- 
er is always on the lookout for the man 
who will serve him best and bring tire most 
money into his treasury. Ile lies awake 


at night wondering where he can secure- 


such aman. He is willing to reward ca- 
pacity and fidelity liberally, not because he 
is generous, but because it is his interest to 
secure better service and better returns. 
Many of our young men have been quick to 


risen in the world. 

The great drawback with most men is not 
lack of mental capacity; it is their laz- 
ness. They bave the idea of luck in their 
heads, and they are determined to do as 
little: work as possible. Such men cannot 
reasonably hope to accomplish much. The 
great capitalists and wide awake business 
men pase them by and give their best places 
to others. 

But let us.take the example of the clear 
headed young fellow who succeeds in solv- 
ing this problem of higher wages. He is 
not a genius, but he has average mental 
power, correct principles, and he is willing 
to do any amount of hard work. The first 
thing that he sets himself te dois to give 
his employer a dollar and a half’s worth of 
work for each dollar of his salary. ‘This 
leads to an increase of wages. Then he 
puts in more work, and the employer recog- 
nizes him as an invaluable man, and grants 
him still more money. Finally the limit of 
work is reached, and then this sharp young- 
ster resolves that if he cannot do more work 
he will improve its quality. Even the 
most selfish employer will pay for this. 
But there is further room for advancement. 


‘The wage-worker makes it a point to be 


unswervingly faithful. In the course of 
time this is sure to count. After afew 
years, this model employe, who began by 
putting all his common sense, industry and 
fidelity into his employer’s service becomes 
simply indispensable. Then he commands 
his own price. The selfish monopolist he 
works for may be cold, hard and niggardly 
in his dealings with others, but his interest 
makes him a kind, liberal and true friend 
to his workman, clerk or agent who is 
building up his fortunes. 

The course we have pointed out will win, 
and any other will fail.

A Strong Man's Fears. 

It is a matter of history that Horace Gree- 
ley, notwithstanding his devotion to the 
union, was so much opposed tothe horrors of 
civil war that at the very outbreak of seces- 
sion he was in favor of allowing the south- 
erm statcs to withdrawin peace. The pop- 
ular impression, however, has always been 
that when the war opened in earnest he ad- 
vocated its vigorous prosecution. 

Most. people.will be surprised to learn 

from a publication made for the first time 
in the Century that Mr. Greeley weakened 
again aNer the battle of Bull Run. At that 
time he wrote a letter to President Lincoln 
in which he spoke of his doubts and his 
sleepless nights.: He begged the president, 
ifthe outlook indicated the success of the 
confederacy, to stop hostilities at once, and 
said: 
“If the union is irreyocably gone, an armistice for 
thirty, sixty, ninety, one hundred and twenty days 
—better still, fora year—ought at once to be pro- 
posed, with a view to a peaceful adju:tment. Then 
congress should call a national convention, to meet 
atthe earliest.possible day. And there should be 
an immediate aud mutual exchange or release of 
prisoners and a disbandment of forces. Ido not 
consider myself at presenta judge of anything but 
the public sentiment. That seems to me everywhere 
gathering and deepening against a prosecution of 
the war. The gloom.in this city is funereal—f.r cur 
dead at Bull Run were many, and they lie unburied 
yet. On every brow sits sullen, scorching, black de- 
spair. It would be easy to haye Mr. Crittenden 
move any proposition that onght to be adopted, or to 
have it come from apy proper quarter. The firt 
point is to ascertain what is best that can be done 
which is the measure of our duty, avd do that very 
thing at the earliest moment.”’ 


After all, these doubts were creditable to 
Mr. Greeley. He was @ man of peace and a 
patriot. He desired to prevent the needless 
shedding of bleed, A. little later when he 
saw that the stern arbitrament of the sword 
was.the only way to settle the great issues 
involved he trembled. into place, and from 
that time on was the union’s stoutest de- 
fender. 

But the moment the war was over the 
peaceful editor returned to his old policy, 
and did everything in his power to restore 
harmony between the sections. The publi- 
cation of the letterin the Century should 
not injure the writerin the opinion of his 
It certainly will not injure 
him with posterity.

“The resurrection of Christ was an unusual 
thing, but it Was not a thing at which buman 
reason revolts. 


was the great point. What reasonable being 
could doubt that proposition? 
_ "The dead do not get up of themselves. There 
| ig nO inherent power in the spirit to repossess 
the body. The Almighty Spirit of God ac- 
complishes it. Ged simply imterposes His 
power and the thing is done. 
‘‘Nature does not absolutely prove the resur- 
rection. But nature holds many mystericus 
analogies which go to show it. That which 
thou. sowest does not quicken till it dies. Out 
of the death of the grain rises the living har- 
vest. Thus lifeemerges from death. Life is 
ever coming out of death. Why, even our 
bodies are always dying, and yet coming into 
life. The meat, the vegetables, which we eat 
are dead, and yet give life. The principle of 
our stomachs acts upon death, making life. 
‘The resurrection of the seed into the harvest 
isthe natural; the resurrection of Christ is 
the supernatural. But suppose the resurrec- 
tion followed closely upon the heels of death, 
we would not then deem it supernatural. 
‘The law of nature is the will of God,acting 
upon thingsseen. The supernatural law is 
the will of Ged acting upon things unseen up 
to the time at which this wondrous display of 
divine power was made. 
“When Jesus Christ arose from the dead his 
body had not the principle of blood life, but 
we are led to believe that it was controlled by 
the spirit and had the power of becoming in- 
visible. Our bodies will- be precisely like 
Christ’s, They will be changed in the twink- 
ling of aneye, Those bodies which are alive 
O41 the resurrection morn will be changed in 
like manner, for this mortality shall put on 
immortality, and weare told that flesh and 
blood cannot enter the kingdom of Heaven.
